Not as Cordial as the diplomats 
I Desire. 

SUSPENSION OF RECIPROCITY. 


It Is Kvidcnt That thp VarlH Gorern- 
ment Is Intlurnced by Its Syin- 
pMtby for Simin. 

New York.—Tho Hi'rald’s \Va^iihng- 
ton correspondent telgraphs: While 
the relations between the United States 
and (ireat llritain an* being more close¬ 
ly knit togebter tbo.se with France are 
not as cordial as the authorities would 
like. It developed the other day that 
there has lH*en a practical snsiH*nsion 
of the reeiprtxiity negotiations between 
the Washington and Paris Oovern- 
ineiit.s, due to the action of the French 
authorities in ine.reasing the tariff tluty 
on several .Vnieriean prislucts importeil 
largely into Fianee. 

This increase is particularly felt hy 
meat shipiiers, who are indignant, and 
protests have been imtde to the State 
Department whieh have caused the de¬ 
partment to submit a formal protest on 
the subject to France. In the mean¬ 
time reciprocity negotiations are lan¬ 
guishing, and it is doubtful if they will 
1 h> rosnim'd until France has made a 
satisfactory exidanation of her action, 
or at least hag rtslneed the tariff to 
the imiiit it was before the exisitng law 
went into effect. 

France increased her tariff after tlie 
Dingley law went into effect,” said an 
otlicial witli whom 1 talked, “the ob- 
jwt being to take on the increase in 
exchange for concessions to be given 
hy this Government in accordance 
with the provisions of the Dingley law.

Kxperience «»f an KxigUsh CRptain* 

Baltimore.—Captain Wtxxl of the 
British steamship Elswiek, which ar- 
rivinl here from Huelva, rejiorts that 
he had an eventful experience in the 
Spanish i>ort.

No Danger P'rem Yellow Fever Now. 

New York.—A meeting of Cuban i 
physicians was held at the Red Cross I 
Hospital to disonsH the effect of cli-1 
matic diseases in Cuba. Dr. Munoz, I 
recently chief of the Civil Hospital in : 
Havana, was made chairman, and Dr. ! 
Solloso, until recently surgeon in the I 
Spanish army, secretary. The points ' 
determined were that men from the ■ 
Uniteil Stattis suffer more from disease 
jn Cuba than men from southern conn- j 
tries. 

Of the Spanish soldiers who have | 
gone to Cuba 75 per cent have suffered j 
from malaria and 36 per cent from | 
yellow fever. Deaths have occurred in j 
about 26 per cent of the cases. i 

The seriousness of the diseases in i 
Cuba has dejiended on the seasons and I 
locations; malaria has prevailed during i 
the entire year, and yellow fever only 
during the months of August, Septem¬ 
ber, October and November. 

The fever prevails mostly on the 
coast and in the cities at a distance of 
from eight to ten miles f»om the coast, 
and in the mountains the island is 
healthy during the entire year. 

The physicians came to the conclu¬ 
sion from their osbervations that dis¬ 
eases do not spread as rapidly nor are 
they as severe as on the southern ooast 
of Florida. 

All milk should be in good condition 
when delivered. This may make it 
necessary to deliver twice a day during 
the hott4»t weather.

It is the firm belief of the adminis¬ 
tration ofiicials that the French atti¬ 
tude on the tariff and other questions 
between the two governments is dic- 
tatixl by her sympathy for Spain, and 
there is no question that the Spanish 
Government is receiving her moral sup¬ 
port. If the Spanish fleet could suc¬ 
ceed in raising any part of the Ameri¬ 
can bhx;kade of Cuba the ofiicials have 
no doubt that France would be one of 
the first nations to raise innumerable 
questions growing out of the allegeil 
ineffectiveness of the blockade. 

As an offset to France’s attitude, 
that assumeil hy Great Britain is most 
refreshing to the officials, and no sur¬ 
prise need lx* expressed if the most 
troublesome questions lietween the two 
governmenw are promptly and effec¬ 
tually settled. 

It is known that reciprocity negotia¬ 
tions lietweon the United States and 
Great Britain for Bermuda, Bahama 
and West Indian Islands belonging to 
Great Britain are progressing most 
satisfactorily, and there is some reason 
to believe that Canada will soon enter 
into reciprocity negotiations with this 
country. 

Special Embassador Foster is also 
busy with the Bering Sea controversy 
and it is quite possible that a solution 
of this question may be expeeteii with¬ 
in the near future. One of the most 
pointed features of the good relations 
existing between the United States and 
Great Britain is the fact that .Sir .Ju¬ 
lian Pauncefote is a daily visitor to the 
State Department and that his relations 
with the officials of the department are 
of a most cordial character.

Hence “ashcake.” a 
very luscious product, indeed, when one 
has whetted his appetite for it by a 
long day's hunting. 

The hoecake was so called because 
it was originally baked upon a hoe— 
that ever-ready and useful instrument 
of agriculture, which is to be fouml up¬ 
on every plantation. But later on. cook¬ 
ing utensils were manufactureil which 
look the place of the humble hoe. So, 
too. shingles were used whereupon to 
place the dough while it went through 
the process of lieconiing a well-done 
nshcake.—RIchiiioud Dispatch.

It is no mean distinction to have re¬ 
fused a crown. There is prohabiy not 
cne man in a million who would decline 
a kingdom if it were offered him, in 
spite of the restless nights and fearful 
days that are commonly supposed to be 
■ be lot of a king. Even Cromwell is 
laid to have refused the crown of Eng¬ 
land more from fear of others than from 
tuy other motive. 

But there have been many men since 
C'romwell who have refused to wear a 
monarch’s crown. Thirty-five years 
ago, when the throne of Greece was va¬ 
cant, more than one great English 
statesman might have ruled over the 
de.stinles of that classio country, but the 
difficulties in the way were formidable. 

, Mr. Gladstone's name was freely men- 
! tioned in connection with the crown of 
Greece, though, os Mr. Gladstone was 
' a member of the government at the 
' time, the proposal never took definite 
I shape. 

The late Lonl Derby, however, who 
i bad strong sympathies with Greece, was 
offered the crown and refused it, throw¬ 
ing away £50,000 a year and a king¬ 
dom. It was not the first time a man 
bad declined to sit on the throne of 
Greece, Prince Leopold, the father of 
the present king of the Belgians, bav- 
: ing refused the crown when Greece was 
I declared a kingdom in 18H0i Prince 
I Leopold’s reason for refusing the crown 
i was that the proposed bonudaries of 
the conutry were insufficient, the ex¬ 
clusion of Crete espeoially influencing 
, bis decision. 

i One of Qneen Victoria’s sous, the 
i Dnke of Edinburgh, has also been oSer- 
I ed the Grecian crown. He was appealed 
I to in the sixties at the time Lord Derby 
' declined the crown, but was compelled 
' to refnse the offer owing to the attitude 
I of the powers who strongly declared 
I their opposition to Prince Alfred being 
j crowned king of Greeoe. 'The throne 
I wr^ then offered to the present king, on 
whose behalf it was accepted by bis fa- 
I ther, the king of Denmark. 

The crown of Austria-Hungary was 
I refused in the middle of the century by 
I the Archduke Prauz Karl, the father of 
I the present emperor. King Ferdinand 1 
I abdicated in December, 1848, the throne 
j then descending in the ordinary oonrse 
to Archduke Franz Karl. The arch- 
I duke, however, declined the crown, 
j which he handed over to bis son, who 
: still wears it. 

I Another crown which has been more 
than once refused is the crown of Rou- 
mania. When Roumauia was declared 
a kingdom, it was settled that the 
throne should descend to Prince Leo¬ 
pold, the eldest brother of the then 


Thn Prtnceaa Charlotte Spent Mnay Bappj 
Months In Amoricn, 

"Queen Julie never joined her hus¬ 
band, Joseph Bonaparte, the fugitive, 
king of Mjiain, in this conutry,” writes 
Wtlliaui i’erriiie in The Ladies’ Home 
Journal, "hut late in 1821 their daugh¬ 
ter, tho vivai ions young Princess Char¬ 
lotte, determined to console her father 
in his exile. She arrived at Philadel¬ 
phia in the ship Ruth and Mary, com¬ 
manded by Captain Mickle. Tho ship's 
wharf was covered with a crowd anx¬ 
ious to see her. Only 19 years old, of 
higlily animated temperament and de¬ 
lighted at the ending of the 40 days’ 
voyage, tho young girl was in an ecstasy 
of pleasure, fcilio waved her fur bonnet 
at the persons on the wharf with such 
careless delight that it fell from her 
hands over the ship’s rail and into the 
river. In her transport of euthnsiasm 
she snatched Captain Mickle’s bat from 
bis bead, gayly placed it on her own 
and sainted her admirers anew. 

"Jo.seph was highly pleased with 
Charlotte, whom ho bad not seen since 
she was 13, and tried to give her as 
much compensation as he could for the 
pleasures of theouiitineutal life she bad 
left behind. He took her to Long Branch 
and Saratoga, but he soon discovered 
that her chief taste was for painting. 
.At the old gallery of tho Academy of 
Fine Arts in Philadelphia were exhibit¬

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


THE CANAL AND THE NAVY. 


The naval argument for the hnilding 
of the Nicaragua canal, which is dis- 
ouHsed by Lyman K. Cooley in a re¬ 
cent interview, is likely to make 
friends for the enteriirise who were not 
attracted by the eoiiiinereial plea. 
Snceinetly stated, it is as follows; 

By cutting off the 10,000 miles used 
in sending war ships from coast to coast 
around South Auierica it wmild be pos¬ 
sible to put our whole war iiiariiu’ iii 
front of llireatened points on tlu> At¬ 
lantic or Pacific at ten days’ notice. 
Now, w hen re-eiiforcenients are wanted ' 
Kast or West, two months must be 
consumed and the jierils of storm and 
the drawbacks of foreign neutrality ex- 
fierienced in getting tlieiii there. In a 
great war this might mean the differ¬ 
ence between victory and defeat. 

Quick coneentratioii in the Atlantic 
or Pacific iiu’ans that the safety of the 
seaboanf conh 1| be guaranteed with 
fewer ships. Two large coast-defense 
fleets are now reipiired where, with 
tho Nlearauna canal in operation, one 
would answer, leaving the developiiieni 
of the Navy to procei'd, as it should, 
along the lines of offense.

a granddaughter of Queen Victoria. 

Not many years ago a nephew of the 
great Napoleon died in exile, after re¬ 
fusing a crown. Prince Napoleon, nick¬ 
named “Plou-Ploii,” sou of a brother of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, was invited to sit 
on the throne of Roumauia as the first 
king of that country, bnt he declined 
the offer, believing at the time that be 
might ascend the throne of France. So 
the bird in the hand flew away aud the 
bird in the bush was never caught. The 
man who bud hoped to be crowned king 
of Franco died out of that country in 
solitary exile. He had sacrifloed one 
crown in the hope of receiving auotlier 
and lost both. 

Early in the present century Ferdi¬ 
nand V'll renounced the crown of Spain 
in favor of bis father, who again refused 
it in favor of Napoleon. The great con¬ 
queror had to face a nation in arms, 
however, and never took the throne. 

The story of Lord Beaconsfield’sgold¬ 
en crown provides ns with another in¬ 
stance, though there was no throne with 
this strange crown. The man in whoso 
brain the idea of crowning Lord Beu- 
cousfleld originated is now dead, but as 
long as he lived he never recovered from 
the blow of Lord Beaconsfleld’s refusal 
of bis tribute. Tracy Turuerelli receiv¬ 
ed subscriptions from 60,Ut)U people to¬ 
ward bis gold laurel wreath, but in 
June, 1879, when he formally offered 
tbe crown to his idol, it was refased. — 
Philadelphia Times.

THE AMERICAN STATURE. 

Th« of an Inch In Height 

Bring: Hrrlous Consequcneoii. 

lu a paper read by Maj*r Henry S. 
Kilbonrne, gurgeon United States army, 
before the Association of Military Sur¬ 
geons of the United States, he advocated 
the theory that the physical power of a 
race or x>eople—and consequently their 
capacity for work—is measured by their 
average stature. For every inch of 
height between five and six feet the ex¬ 
treme breathing capacity is increased 
eight oubio inches, the vital capacity 
being at its maximum at 55 yours. A 
table of measurements of 190,(121 native 
white Americans, accepted for the mili¬ 
tary servioe of the United States, shows 
that the number of men below (15 inches 
in height is but little greater than that 
of the class above 75 inches. The most 
numerous class is included between 07 
and 09 inches, and this standard class 
would have a greater chest girth tliau 
the average. The moan height of 125 
United States naval cadets above the 
age of 28 years was 07.80 inches. As 
these men are drawn from all parts and 
classes of the United States they repre¬ 
sent very nearly the typical physical 
development of the American people of 
25 years of age. 

Major Kilbonrne concludes that the 
commingling strains of Celtio, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
our people have thus far worked no de¬ 
terioration of physical quality. “Not so 
with the swarthy, low browed and 
stunted people now swarming to our 
shorea Absorbed into the body of the 
people, these multitudes must irretriev¬ 
ably evolve an inferiority of type. To 
realize the result of such a coutlngency 
let it be considered that the loss of uu 
inch in stature might bring in its train 
the loss of national ascendency. Let us 
take care, then, that the state shall 
suffer no injury.”—Boston Transcript 


The Two Lobes of the 

In the ordinary working of the bruin 
one half is more active than the other 
and exercises a superiority on its neigh¬ 
bor lobe. This lobe—in ordinary per¬ 
sons the left, of conrse—is the cerebral 
master. Heredity, education, or what 
we will—all the combined influences, 
in short, which mold human life—have 
tended, by some process of physiological 
selection, to place one lobe over the 
other in point of importance. The other 
(right) lobe is the servant of the'left in 
a measure. Its education has been neg¬ 
lected, and it requires the control of 
its better cultured neighbor in order 
that life may bo conducted in a sensible 
and sane fashion. The most hopeless 
cases of insanity, Wigan would have 
held, would be those in which both 
hemispheres were affected. If one was 
alone ailing, the other might exert 
more or less control over it, and the ex¬ 
tent of the control would depend on 
which lobe exhibited the diseased ac¬ 
tion. All degrees of insanity or mental 
derangement could thus be aocounted 
for on this supposition of the relative 
control of one hemisphere by the other. 
The perfect life is that in which the 
better and higher half controls the 
weaker and less responsible.—Andrew 
Wilson, M. D., in Harper's Magazine.

OeMom. at the Oermaa Play* Vallk. ThoM 
of Auerlcnn Andlonco*. 

The audiences that gather at tbe Ger- 
nan theater in Irving place are unlike 
Ihoee seen at any other playhouse in 
town. During the recent engagement of 
Agnes Sornia there, the audiences were 
exceptionally large and offered a strik¬ 
ing illustration of the difference be¬ 
tween them and the gatherings in tbe 
theaters devoted to English plays. The 
quiet of the spectators is the first no¬ 
ticeable difference. Nobody speaks 
even quietly to his neighbor without 
leaning over so closely to him that the 
sound could not possibly disturb any¬ 
body else. Even then the whisperer is 
likely to be reminded by a rebuke from 
in front or behind. The slightest noise 
intermpts the course of the spectators' 
enjoyment and that is something which 
will not be tolerated by the serious play¬ 
goers of the German theater. The only 
talking they prop<we to hear is that of 
the actors on the staga Applause very 
rarely comes until the close of tbe act. 
Then, if the performance be worthy, the 
acknowledgment is unrestrainedly cor¬ 
dial. Laughter at tbe funny points of u 
farce is never repressed. That indul¬ 
gence is unrestrained, lu comic opera 
the applause is quite as common as it 
is at the other theaters, and the audi¬ 
ences like euoores quite as much as those 
who boar them in English. 

It is in the quiet moments of a seri¬ 
ous play, however, especially when the 
scene leads to an exciting climax, that 
the mood of tbe audience is most char¬ 
acteristic. Then from tbe orchestra 
seats to the crowded gallery the specta¬ 
tors are intensely absorbed in every 
movement and every word of tbe actors. 
When tbe climax has come and this 
tension is released, it can be immedi¬ 
ately felt, although there is no applause 
or any audible outbreak. Tbe feeling 
runs through tiie house and the emo¬ 
tions are relaxed. But the customary 
relief is not expressed as it usually is in 
other theaters by applause. That luust 
wait until the curtain fulls. 

Like all German theaters the world 
over, the Irving Place is dreadfully 
overheated. Fresh air is all very well 
when one sits im freien, but indoors ev¬ 
erything must bo appropriately stuffy 
and hot. So the German theater in Now 
York frequently becumes distressingly 
warm. But the regular audiences do not 
appear to object to it. Miuiy of the men 
leave the theater between tbe acts and 
smoke in tliu lobby, more, possibly, than 
would usually be found in an American 
audience. Some of tbe women occasion¬ 
ally rotiru to the lobby, but the number 
of those who follow the example of the 
men is small. Fossibly if tbe theater 
had a foyer as large as those in Europe 
tbe audience would retire just as those 
In Germany do. But that custom has 
never become jMipuiar here, and there is 
tbe added attriietinn of an orchestra to 
keep the audience seated between the 
acts. Very few of the continental thea- 
ters have orchestras. 

The oloukrooin system exists to a 
greater extent in the German theater 
than it does at any other place excepting 
tbe Metropolitan. Cloaks and bats are 
deposited at the gardurobo with regu¬ 
larity, and the men as well us tbe wom¬ 
en are patrons of this branch of the 
theater. The rule about bats is a qual¬ 
ified one. The mauageniont asks only 
that those huts which interfere with the 
view of persons behind shall be remov¬ 
ed. ethers are not forbidden. Few are 
worn, however, and it is interesting to 
see the size of those that are retained. 
They may not be triumphs of millinery, 
but they show that women sometimes 
think of other things than beanty or 
fashion when they get a hat—that they 
think, in fact, of the persons who may 
sit in tbe row behind them at the thea¬ 
ter.—Now York Sun.

• THE ATMOS PHERES OF PLANETS 

A Theory th»» There la No 'Wnter on 
Mara. 

I A very curious method has very re- 
1 cently been used by Dr. G. .lohnstone 
. Stoiiey. the English phy.s1clKt. to find 
I the composition of the atmosphere of 
I the planets. Some time ago Dr. Stoney 
nceoiinted for the absence of an at- 
1 luosphere on the moon by reminding 
us that according to the accepted the- 
. ory of gases every gaseous molecule 
1 moves In a straight line with great ve- 
1 locity till it is turned aside hy an en¬ 
counter with another molecule. .Since 
Hie moon is a small txHlj' whose attrac¬ 
tion is sligiit, Hic gases aronud it would 
ill course of time dart off Into space, 
pnrtiele hy pjirficle. oiil.v tliose lieing 
. left Hijit are close to tlie surface, 
where the attraction is strong enough 
to hold them. Tliis would lie true also 
for nii.v other heavenly body, but the 
larger the body Hie greater the dis- 
tanee at whicli its gravitation would 
liold the gas. and the thicker its atmos¬ 
phere would be. As tbe raoleenles of 
ll.ghter ga.ses move with higher veloci¬ 
ties. these would fly off when heavier 
gases remained. This would account 
for the rarity of free hydrogeu In the 
earth’s atmosphere. The discovery of 
the gas helium, together with the cer- 
laiutj- that it is not found free hi our 
atmosphere, lias enabled Dr. Stoney 
to make his data more exact, since heli¬ 
um i.s twice as heavy as hydrogeu. Say* 
Nature, in a review of Dr. Stoney’s i)a- 
per, whicli aiipears in the Tran.sactloua 
of the Royal Dublin Society: 

"It is contended ill' J[?ielium is con¬ 
tinually lieing supplieo to the earth’* 
atmosphere from hot springs, that it 
exhibits no tendency to combine with 
other elements, and since no twice of 
It <-an be found in the atmosphere it 
escajies aliove, as rapidly a.s It enter* 
lielow. Water vaiior, on the other 
hand, remain.-* on the earth, and conse¬ 
quently limits of speefl can be .assigned 
between wliieli gases are either impris¬ 
oned or ar»> free to escape." 

From calcnlntioiis based on Hiese 
facts tbe following conclusions are 
reached regarding the .atmosphere of 
the different planets, using the known 
intensity of gravitation*! attraction 
on the surface of each: 

“Limiting H»c Inquiry to a teinpera- 
rure of t> degrees C., Dr. Stoney applle* 

! the theory to all ineuihers of the -solar 
j system, with the following results; 
j I’rom the moon all gases haring a va¬ 
iior density less than :$9 w III pass with 
greater promptness than helium doe* 
from the ewrtli. On Mercury water 
cannot exist, while nitrogen and oxy¬ 
gen would gradually drihlde away. 
The conditions on Venus resemble 
those on eailli, tiut the case of Mars 1* 
of exceptlonnl Interest. Dr. Stoiiey 
says that it Is legitimate to infer that 
on this planet water cannot remain. The 
atmosphere he consider-) to consist 
mainly of nitrogen, argon and carbon 
dioxid. He thinks there Is no vegeta¬ 
tion. as we uncler.stanri the terui, on 
I the surface of the planet, and the snow, 
frost and fog do not arise from the 
same cause as on the eartli. .lupiter 1* 
able to Imprison all gases known to 
chemists, but w hethcr the more distant 
members of our system can ret.aln hy¬ 
drogen is doubtful. Helium and the 
denser gases prolinlily float in their at¬ 
mospheres. lint Hie ino!e.‘ules of the 
lighter gase.s .ii-c ■lesi-ribing orbits 
about Hie sun. the velocity Hicy can ac¬ 
quire enabling them to esi-ape from 
planetary control, hut still InsiilHcIeiit 
to lllierate them from the gravitational 
influeoe* of the sun.’’—Literary Di¬ 
gest.

Tlie Hus- 
j siaii repi-*‘sents a liuge, undeveloped 
i force, nor merely In pro<-pss of develop¬ 
ment for the eondiiet of war, but in the 
eondmt of agriculture and Industry, 
They are entering the company of the 
pi-ogresslve states. Tlieir literature, 
their art, tlieir music and all other ele¬ 
ments of true life give indications of 
an imense iiower in the future of Indus¬ 
try. At present they are In the condi¬ 
tion of the middle ages, hiit subject to 
the rending forces of modern science 
and invention. 

The former serfs were emancipated 
lu 1861; the negroes of the South wei-e 
emancipated two years later. The 
white men of the South have since 
been emancipated. The great event 
of the civil war was the emaneipatloD 
of the white man from the bonds of s 
bad eeiinoniie system. My impression* 
in Russia led me to the eoneliision that 
in this cotiniry which is actuated by 
the principle of liberty throughout the 
land, molding all races aud condition* 
of men without regard to color, the 
I l)lack citizens of tlie United State* 

[ have made much greater progress In 
I education .and industry in one genera¬ 
tion than the serfs of Russia have 
made in tlie same jieriod. altbough 
they are a strong race of white men.— 
E<lward .Mkiiison. in the Tradeetnan.

Tlie sleil 
dropjied down from the brow of the bill 
with ailizzy rusli that waa like a slieer 
fall through space; the mists from tlie 
gloom.v gulf below seemed to be flying 
up in our faces.
